"THE SUBMARINE PRUBLEM. 


The interesting statement was made known in one. of yester- 

day’s telegrams that an official disgram had been issued in which 
_was shown the British, Allied and neutral merchant’ tonnage losses 
quarterly from the beginning of 1916 to date. This reveals the 
fact thet the quarterly lossea progressively rose between 
the end of September, 1916, to the end of Jane, 1917, sfter which 
they sherply declined, being now, it is stated, below the locees for 
the corresponding périod of Inet year. Avother diagram shows that 
the namber of German submarines sunk haa risen progressively 
‘between Outaber, 1916, and October, 1917, after which the rate has 
remained stationary. These disgrama should prove of much interest 
to the general public, and the Admiralty, or whatever Dapartment 
‘ja officially ‘responaible for them; ia to be congratulated upon issaing 

- them, even in this somewhat unsatisfactory form, and all the more 
a0 because of the fact that the disgrams are indisputably “based 
on absolute knowledge.” Of course it has been recognised that to 
publish details regarding the zobmsrine mensce’.with reference 

, partionlarly to our saccees or non-sccceca, wight. do much more 
hsrm than good.. Still, many people both at’ Boma and in Allied 
countries, more-particalarly ia the United’ Statez, have frequently 
urged upon the Government the advissbility of jeduing from time 

to time fall detaila of our loasea from enemy U-boats, basing their 
.. Contention apon the point that the situation would not be sffscted 

. ‘one way or another by such poblicity.. The Government refrained, 
we believe, from takiog each » course on the ground that the 
information would probably be usefal to theenemy. Therefore with 
the disgrame wo shall meantime have to becontent. 

° "The information supplied ie, of course, merely’ a re-statement 
in’ apvother form of that supplied in innumerable newe- 
pspers both at Home and eleawhere, though it! maet be said that 

this new method more forcibly illustrates ths information conveyed. 

. ‘With regard to what‘may be gathered from the firet diagram, the 
broad fact ie revealed that wa were wosble to cope ruccessfally 
with the ander-ses peste until Jane of this year, after which date, 
aa already stated, ‘the logsessharply declined.”
